A deputation representing the lead 
ing wholesale houses in London engag- 
ed in the Canadian trade, and accom- 
panied by two gent liMiii'ii ffoin the 
Liveri)Ool (.'huinin'r of ( .'onimei ci', wait, 
ed. upon Sir Joliu A. Macdonald at 
B#tti.'^Hotel, on Thursday morning, the 
23rd ultii'irt' order to present to hiui 
the following meniorial, which had been 
very influentially signed both in Ijon- 
doa and iManclicster . —

The undersigned niorcliiuita of the Un- 
ited Kingdom, being largely intore.stoil in 
tho commercial pi-os[)crity of the Unmin- 
ion of Canada, ln'g u-spe •tfnlly to call 
the attention uf the ' Idvcriiinent to tlio 
following facts : 1. I'iiat bince the re- 
peal of the InsolveMt Act of 1,S75 it lias 
bucoiae impossible fur creditors tu ascer- 
tain their real position and povt-era witli 
regard to insolvent debtors, the moat em- 
inent coinniorcial lawyers having been 
unable to give authoritative advice upon 
the;Bubjoct, owint; to the confused state 
q%tJio law, diiiering as it does in different 
Provinces. 2. That it follows that ere 
ditora, especially those at a distance, are 
practically at till' mercy uf tlic (.lislioiicst 
debtor, e.\perieiic>; having aiiown tliat 
there is no available means of preventing 
a debtor from assigning all Ida assets by 
preferential payments m- bilLi uf .s.ile tii 
favored creditors, and leaving the rest 
{without remedy. X That the continu- 
ance of Buch a statu of things, however its 
real tendency may be ilisguised by tlu- 
present prosperity of the Dominion, ia 
entirely fatal to tliat cunfuleiit expecta- 
lion of fair treatment winch is at tlie ba 
sis of all trade; and must in the end mos: 
seriously impair the general commercial 
credit of the Dominion, to the great injury 
.of the common interests of the country. 
Your" petitioners woubl therefore pray 
you to introduce into the Canadian Par- 
liament or to favour the iiitnuURtion cf 
a Bill which should at the least make .lucli 
preferences by an insolvent debtor im- 
possible, and shoulil provide for the ex- 
peditious, cheap, ami e(|uitable di.stribu- 
tion of assets in all cases where a trader 
is unable to meet his lawful engag<>meiifs; 
and your petitioners wnuld expres.s the 
hope that a means may be found In make 
it to the interest of the debtor in all cases 
to placo himself UMreserveiUy in (lie hands 
of the general body of creditors as soim 
as he find'jhiin.self insolvent. And your 
politionors will ever pray. 

Mr. Samuel .Morley, M. J'., who in- 
troduced the deputation, read letters 
from the .Manchester and l,i\er])ool 
Chambers of Coioiiieree strongly .sup- 
porting the memorial, and pointed out 
the need on heualf of Canadian as well 
as P]nghsli creilitors of some arrange- 
ment which should doprivi! the dishoii- 
' est debtor of his pi-esenl facilities for 
as.signiiig the w hole estate to particular 
creditors, and, in illiistratiun, mention- 
ed a caa(^ Vi liere ii deljtur liml used the 
threat of a preferential assignment 
to force hiscreditor.s to aocejit a compo- 
sition. 

.Sir John .M acilonalil, in ri'ply, |ioint 
ed out that, in addition to the great 
and essential dilliculties of the subject 
of bankruptcy, Lheri' were in Canada 
special dillicultit's arising from tho con 
current powers of the Dominion and 
Provincial 1 A'gislatures. He himself 
voted for the continuance of the Act of 
1875; but there was too strong a feel- 
ing against it in the ( anadian Parlia- 

' nient It was considei ed that the facil- 
ity of discharge! under it was demora- 
lizing the traders of the country. Th(> 
Legislatures are exceedingly anxious to 
.protect the honest trader, and every 
effort will be made to enact such pro 
hibitions a.s will prevent fraudulent 
preferences of any kiiul; but the prac 
tical difTiculty is that, though the 1»()- 
minion Legislature ia coniiietent to deal 
with insolvency and bankruptcy in gen 
eral, it is doubtful wlu^ther a partial 
measure directed only against such [>i c 
ferences would not b(,'Iong to the i'l o- 
vincial Legislatures; and before propos 

■ ing any I^ill covering the whole grouml 
the Canadian Clovernmeiit desires to 
wait and see the result of the legislation 
now expected from the Imperial Par- 
liament.

The Stilyli'ar Slaroa of Sicily ."Whoso 
Llttlo ones Toil and Suffer. 

The sulphur is extraetctl and brought 
to the surface by human beings.nnd. in- 
deeil, chiefly by children. iVfrs. Erown- 
ing's "Cry of the Chidren" might 
have been written in the sulphui- mines 
of Sicily. Hundreds and hundreds of 
children, who have scarcely the form 
of human beings, are sent down the 
steej), slippery stairs into the muddy, 
watery dnptlns. Here they are Laden 
with as much material as they can stis 
tain, and tliry must reascend with it on 
their back.s, stumbling at every step, 
often falling back into the bottom of 
the pit witli broken' limbsi or even 
death. The elder ones, write an eye- 
witness, arrive at the pit's nioutli, 
shriiddng, the little ones crying and sob- 
bing. The mortality exceeds that of 
any otln.'r province of Italy ; the sta 
tistii's of tho leva show an incre<iiMe 
numlier of lame and defornieil, and of 
young men of onu-and twenty totally 
iiniii for millitary duty. At the Con- 
gre.-s of Milan, Duke de Cesaro di Col- 
onial, one of the wealthiest j)roprietors 
of the island, and Deputy liuzzatti 
hav(! raised their voices in protest 
against this barbarous, iuhuuiiu .system. 
In other ])royinces laws have been pass- 
ed to limit tho number of working 
liour.s, to prevent wonien and 'children 
froiu entering on occupations that en- 
ilaiiger their lives and health, but in 
.Sicily evety thing is in an abnormal con- 
dition, and people an3\yor that remedy 
is impossible, Tho contractors protest 
that to deprive them of the cheap work 
of childrenwould be a violation of their 
contract. Tho mothers, themselves e.v- 
claira that to pr( vent tho children from 
working in the mines is equal|toa sen- 
tence of starvation, and even members of 
Parliaunmt )irate of tho "libertie.s of the j 
individual," and meanwhile the chil- ! 
dren toil and suffer, arc maimed and , 
murdered in tho name of "right" and ; 
"liberty. " Philanthropic Enrope shud 
derctl at the scones in "I'ncle Tom's 
('abin;" now that slavery is abol- ^ 
i>hed li't the abolitionists go to Sici- 
ly and they wdll fiudfreshfood for their : 
pnilanthropy. li'or in the southern 
Slates the little slaves w.pre property. 
There was point to bo gahied by feed- 
in'_', clothing, rearing them for tho 
lionje plantations or for the market. 
ISui in Sicily no one is responsible for 
the ehildreii. When one drops or dies 
ten are ready to take his place, and the 
burden tiiat falls from the lifelnss 
skeleton of the one is straped on to the 
shoulders of another without pause or 
inurnnir.

EUROPE. 

l.ONuo.v, July 27. — la the iiouhe of 
Commons, Pariiell's amcudnient to the 
report on the land bill relative to tili- 
.sentecs, was rejocted, 1 15 to 32. 

Last night in consideration of liie 
clause of tho land bill, cinyiowering the 
court to fix fair rents, Lord Kdnioiid 
Fit^'niaurice, ^liberal) moved an aineiul- 
ment confirming the benefit.s of the 
clause to tPiiHiits valued under a hnn- 
dred pounds. In support of this pro- 
posal, which lie .said would only ex- 
clude 3000 tenants, he urged the ex- 
pediency of not making this exception 
ul legislation brotuler than iieci'ssary, 
and quoted the authority of Lord 
Carlingford, chief secretary for rrcland, 
and Baron Bowers, baron of the court 
of execution in Irolaiul. These large 
tenants are quite able to take care of 
tbemselve.s. (.RadstoiiB energetically 
opposed the amendment, and pointed 
out that tie .such reconimoiidation had 
been made by others of the coiniiiissioii 
and declared that the government 
would be no iiarty to drawing a dis- 
tinction which was directly oiijiosed to 
lines on which thtf bill wa.s drawn. 
Tlie bill was negatived, 21 1 to 'JO.'i. 
The narrowness of the niajoiitv was 
greeted with loud cheers. Soveral 
prominent liberals wei-e in the minority. 

Owing to the unsettled state of ire- 
land it has beon decided to maintain 
military o.slablishmenta at tiieir present 
strength some time longer. 

LoNUOS, July ---In the house of

The Cierinan govorn- 
munt quite i-ecently informed the llus- 
sian government that another plot to 
assa.ssinate the empercr was known to 
bo on foot among the oflicers of the 
liousehokl, and reminds Russia that 
Clermaiiy had vainly given similar 
warning just before the explosion in 
the Winter palace. The ^mperor -will 
pa.ss the winter at Gatzchina. 

Bo.STO.v, July 21. — A Ru.ssian letter 
stntes that many persons have been ar- 
rested and ex])e!k'd from St. Peters- 
burg oil account of the discovery of 
another plot, against the czar's life. 
The nihilist who betrived has been as- 
sassinated in tho suburbs, and there 
have been six arrests in consequence.

.M.VDHii), July 27. — t!ardinal Arch- 
bishop of Toledo, ]irimate of Spain, in 
a letter read in every church of this 
diocese, has most violently attacked the 
Italian people and government, includ- 
ing all Catholics even. Princes,states- 
men, politicians and journalists should 
combine, and if necessary, use force and 
arras to restore the independence and 
temporal power of the popo in Rome. 
The Italian minister at Madrid imme- 
diately jirotested, and the Spanish eabi 
not declared that it severely blamed 
the ]iri mate's language, and would 
cause strong remonstrances to be made 
to him. The government has not sub- 
mitted the pastoral to the council of 
state, but will verbally express to the 
primate their disapproval. 

P.Mds, July 27. — The vote yesterday 
ill the chamber of deputies on order of 
the day, has prevented a ininistcfial 
crisis at a critical moment, but it was 
only palliative, and the situation will 
remain precarious as long as tho cham- 
ber does not contain a disciplined min- 
isterial minority. 

L'uN.ST.-tN'TiNOPLK, July 27. — Midliat 
Pnsha, and all others convicted of the 
murder of the late Sultan, except the 
two actual assassins, and Ezzet Pasha 
and Seyd Pasha, who were implicated 
in the crime, embarked Monday for 
El Hedja/, Arabia, where they will re- 
main in e.xile for life. 

SOUTH AFRICA. 
London, July 27.— A correspondent 
at Durban says: As the difference 
which has arisen between the royal 
commission of Bocra, with reference to 
the man Buskos is exciting attention, 
it is well that the republic should bo 
made aware of the nature of the object- 
ion raised by tho commissioners. 
Buskos is a tloUaudor. During tlie 
war he was a Boer general; Kruger's 
secretary and his adviser during the 
.seige of Patchcfstroom. The people of 
Patcliefstroom complained bitterly of 
Hukes insolent manner and savage be- 
haviorjto the prisoners and to\vnspco[ile, 
and even graver charges were preferred 
against him. On the arrival of the 
Boer leaders at Newcastle, Natal, to 
attend the comnv'ssion, they were ac- 
companied by Buakes aa secretary. 
Gen. Sir J'.vclyn Wood informed the 
coniinission that he woukl prefer some 
one else substituted for Buskes as the 
members naturally objected to being 
brought in contact with a person over 
whom such grave charges hung. Gen. 
Wood stated that Buskes might even 
liavi! been arrested under the clusoof 
the truce provitling for the punishment 
of those found guilty of acts contrary 
to the usngc.i of civilized warfare. To 
this request the Boer leaders paid no 
attention, and much to the inortitica- 
tion of all Englishmen at Newcastle, 
Buskos eontiued to attend the commis- 
sion and swagger through the streets. 
What fresh cause of ollence he had 
given to the i.-oinmissioners is not 
known, but there i.s no difliculty in be- 
lieving that his conduct has rendered it 
impossible for them to associate with 
him. 

Dfiin.xN, .July 27. — Five Boers 
charged with murdering magistrate 
Malcomb, have been acquitted. Iir- 
dignation is freely expressed at Pre- 
toria on account of this decision, which 
is declared to be contrary to the weight 
of evidence ngaimft the prisonnr.s. 

G.vrK Tow.N, July 27. — A telegram 
from East T.,ondon states that a terri- 
fic gale occurred there. Three vessels 
were lost and thirty persons drowned.
